Very often it is difficult to make the right decision 
so let’s talk about it for a while. 

First of all, you should remember that you are the one who should 
have the final choice about what occupation or profession to enter 
because it is your life which is going to be affected. Of course, you 
should always ask for advice and guidance from your parents, teachers 
and pastors. Very often some parents are set upon having their son 
become a doctor, a dentist or a lawyer regardless of whether such is 
their son’s wish.

If you choose a job 
at which you can be happy and which you like doing, the joy of working 
will be that much greater. 

Another factor to be considered is making a frank appraisal of 
your own abilities and being honest enough to admit your own limi¬ 
tations. If your marks in High School were just hovering around the 
fifty mark, or were below it, the chances are that University is out of 
the question for you. If you haven’t realized how important study is 
by the time you get through grade twelve, and'you barely slide through, 
you certainly won’t improve at University, if you are allowed to enter. 
Some students delude themselves with magnificent daydreams about 
how hard they are going to work next year, but it is always the same 
next year. However, next year comes and goes and no changes have 
been made. If success is to be achieved in life, a great deal of stamina 
and will power are needed. Just drifting along lazily will get you no¬ 
where. * 

If your high school marks are such as to warrant further develop¬ 
ment of your talents, do so whenever possible. We now have many 
professional men among our ranks, but many more are needed. If your 
financial status is such as to prevent you from entering University this 
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fall, take a year off and work. All you need is that initial start. After 
that it is an easy matter to earn your way through during the long 
interval between sessions. In addition, hard working students may also 
qualify for numerous scholarships. Some provinces have very good 
plans to aid worthy students and you should avail yourself of informa¬ 
tion about them. In Alberta, for instance, any grade twelve student 
having an average of sixty-five may apply for a loan to enter University. 
This loan does not have to be repaid until after graduation, and a low 
rate of interest is charged after the course is completed. 

Those of you who go into the fields of business or the trades also 
have a big future ahead of you. No matter what job a person has he 
will get ahead if he works diligently at all times even when the boss 
isn’t around. , 

In order to make sure you choose the right life’s work, you should 
pray constantly for guidance. Maybe God wants you to serve him in 
some religious order. If so, you are indeed fortunate because your 
chances of achieving heaven in the life hereafter are that much greater. 

Regardless of what your choice will be, we wish you every success 
in your endeavors and hope and pray that you will be an inspiration 
and a model for others.

ALWAYS CARRY

house without having his beads with 
him. 

There are many motivations for 
carrying the beads on your person 
at all times. Among others: 

1. There is an indulgence for just 
•carrying the beads. 

2. Because they are blessed, beads 
are a Sacramental. 

3 There is a blessed Crucifix on 
every rosary. 

4. Beads are a most distinctive 
badge of devotion to Mary. 

5. Carrying the rosary induces one 


to pray it occasionally. Its constant 
presence stimulates a lazy consci¬ 
ence. 

6. It is a natural thing always to 
carry a photograph of a loved one. 
The rosary is “Our Lady’s photo¬ 
graph”. 

7. Just touching the rosary helps 
to overcome temptation. 

8. One is constantly equipped to 
pray the rosary whenever unexpect¬ 
ed free moments occur. 

9. In case of an accident the beads 
always identify one as a Catholic. 

We often encounter children with¬ 
out their beads. Mothers should see 
to it their children, no matter how 
young or how old, never leave the 
house without their beads. 

Many are too lazy to pray the Ro¬ 
sary daily, but there is no conceiv¬ 
able reason why a Catholic would 
not at least carry the beads in his 
pocket That costs him no effort. 
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Summer Courses for U.C.Y. 


Summer courses for the U.C.Y. in 
Canada is a recent enterprise. Ten 
years ago to be exact, on March 23 
and 24, 1946, the National Executive 
of the U.C.Y. held a special confer¬ 
ence in Saskatoon. Present at this 
conference were: Very Rev Father 
M. Horoshko, Very Rev. Father B. 
Firman, Very Rev. Father Boniface 
Sloboda, O.S.B.M., Very Rev. Father 
Sebastian Kurylo, O.S.B.M., Rev. 
Brother Methodius, F.S.C , A. Zuk, 

B. Korchynski, J. Woliansky, N. 
Kuzek, P. Kozoriz, M. Korpecz, P. 
Worobetcz, M. Firman, P. Kachuk, 
P. Zuk, P. Babyn. Then and there 
they decided to have U.C.Y leader¬ 
ship courses in Saskatoon during 
July of the same year. The staff 
assigned to undertake these courses 
was composed of Reverend Fathers 
Boniface Sloboda, O.S.B.M., Sebas¬ 
tian Kurylo, O.S.B.M., B. Firman, 
and Brother Methodius, F.S.C. Im¬ 
mediately the staff drafted a plan 
and a curriculum which were sent 
to the Most Reverend Bishops Basil 
Ladyka, O S.B.M. and Neil Savaryn, 

C. S.B.M. for approval. Receiving 


the formal approval and blessing 
from the Bishops, the first U.C.Y. 
courses were a success. The results 
were satisfying and Most Rev. Neil 
Savaryn O.S.B.M., offered to become 
the patron of the courses. 

The energetic Fathers and Brother 
Methodius were not satisfied with 
their success in Saskatchewan, but 
wished to extend the benefits of the 
courses to a larger number of the 
youth in Canada Therefore, Father 
B. Sloboda, Father Kurylo, Father 
Firman and Bro. Methodius drafted 
a plan for 1947 to have the courses 
in Edmonton besides Saskatoon. In 
that year the courses were conducted 
in Edmonton during July and in 
Saskatoon during August. 

The following year, that is in 
1948, the one large diocese for the 
Ukrainian Catholics was divided in¬ 
to separate dioceses. Since then 
there is no mention of Leadership 
Courses in other provinces besides 
Alberta. The Basilian Fathers, who 
proved more than once their sincere 
and true devotion to the Ukrainian 
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people and especially to the Ukrain¬ 
ian youth, carried on the leadership 
courses because they desired to pre¬ 
pare the Ukrainian Catholic youth 
for the important task of safe-guard¬ 
ing the future of our church and 
nationality in Canada. Till 1952 the 
courses were held in the City of 
Edmonton in St. Basil’s and St. Jo- 
saphat’s Institutes, but since the ac¬ 
commodations proved to be incon¬ 
venient, the Basilian Fathers ac¬ 
quired St. Basil’s Villa on the lake- 
shore of Pigeon Lake. Very Rev. 
Father Sebastian Kurylo, O.S.B M., 
v ho always took under consideration 
the comfort and recreational facili¬ 
ties for the youth, prepared cozy 
lodgings for girls and separate dor¬ 
mitories for boys; built a large audi¬ 
torium for socials and games and a 
comfortable mess hall where delici¬ 
ous and apetizing food prepared by 
experienced cooks is served. Father 
Kurylo actually prepared a home 
for the youth away from home. In 
this ideal and comfortable villa the 
Busilian Fathers conduct leadership 
courses till the present day. 

The Basilian Fathers have not only 
taken care of the material needs at 
St. Basil’s Villa, but they have also 
organized an experienced and de¬ 
voted teaching staff. Every year six 
or seven Basilian Fathers who have 
been bom and educated in Canada, 
and who understand the mentality 
and needs of the Ukrainian youth 
in Canada, devote their time to 
teaching at the Villa. They are 
competent teachers to lecture on the 
doctrines of the Catholic Church, 
our Rite, History of Ukraine, Ukrai¬ 
nian language, Ukrainian literature 
and music. Besides, they direct 
sports, folk-dancing, singing of po¬ 
pular and religious Ukrainian songs, 
etc.

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TIPS ON COMPANY KEEPING 

During the last two months, we 
discussed the problem of kissing, and 
we reached the conclusion that the 
morals of modern society are ra¬ 
pidly degenerating in this important 
aspect of human relationships. Kis¬ 
sing was meant to be something spe¬ 
cial, sacred and idealistic; to be trea¬ 
sured and honored for always. It 
was not meant to be something cheap 
or a mechanism for leading to great¬ 
er sin or looser morals It is up 
to us, as the Ukrainian Catholic 
youth, to take the lead in showing 
others that there is such a thing as 
decency, honor and respect in social 
relationships. Let us always act as 
we should, as rational human beings, 
whose love for God helps us to live^ 
as He desires we should. Let us not 
degrade ourselves by giving reign to 
animalistic instincts, such as those 
stressed in certain books and movies. 

In order to give guidance to our 
readers in this important respect, 
we have compiled several tips on 
company keeping, which we now 
present for your information. One 
of our sources was the Queen’s pam¬ 
phlet on kissing. 

1. Be charming and pleasant, 
smart and as well dressed as pos¬ 
sible, clever and attractive. Make 
virtue attractive and yourselves at¬ 
tractive with it. Everyone knows 
from bitter experience that high 
courage is needed to be consistently 
good. 

2. Men as a rule, are much less 
willing to marry than are women. 
Therefore, since most marriages are 
brought about by the young woman, 
when you meet a good Catholic 
man, whom you think you would like

to marry, go about the business of 
tactfully* intelligently and virtu¬ 
ously interesting him, and after you 
are sure he is the man for you, 
subtly persuade him to believe that 
he wants to marry you, and with 
chaste and charming womanly wiles, 
get him to propose to you. 

3. Be a good listener. A man 
wants a good audience. Instead of 
chattering so much about your own 
interests, listen to him with sympa¬ 
thy, interest, understanding. En¬ 
courage him to talk about his plans, 
his ambitions, his struggles. Let 
him feel that from you he can al¬ 
ways get courage and encouragement 
in breasting the world A man 
wants his future wife to be a good 
listener, a restful influence a centre 
of peace, an inspiriation, an audi¬ 
ence. 

4. Occasionally invite the young 
man to your house and entertain 
him for the evening; let him see 
your home and feel that you can 
make his home a centre of peace. 
Cook him a good meal and serve 
it in ycfur home. He will expect 
you to prepare good meals for him 
after you are married. Let him see, 
too, how delightfully natural and 
good you are to your folks at home 
— and how neat, even when not 
dressed up. 

5. Go with the young man to the 
places to which he likes to go, and 
do the things he likes to do. Do 
not be selfish. Forget your own pre¬ 
ferences. Do not insist that he go to 
places he does not care to go to, or 
do things he does not care to do. 
Sensibly and prudently keep him 
from spending too much time and 
money on you. Still, a certain gen- 
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erosity towards the girl with whom 
a man goes out, is a good guarantee 
of his generosity towards the woman 
he will marry. 

6. Do things together; walk, ride, 
go to the movies, attend concerts, 
lectures, church, read the same 
books, cultivate the same hobbies, 
etc. Try to find enjoyment in do¬ 
ing things together; simple inexpen¬ 
sive, interesting things. 

7. If you remember that the best 
of human beings are often weak, 
that men disappoint girls and girls 
disappoint men, and that both men 
and women are only too often fool¬ 
ish, if you don’t expect perfection 
from the man you are going with, 
you will forgive him if he is guilty 
of a frailty You will remember 
that to err ’ is human; to forgive, 
divine. Just as we must daily ask 
God to forgive us our trespasses, 
s-> we also have frequent need to 
forgive one another our trespasses. 

Here’s hoping that the above tips 
will help you to get the right per¬ 
spective about this all-important to¬ 
pic, because it is the one which is 
of ’Ottal concern to all young people. 
There are so many things to do when 
a person is young and has his whole 
life ahead of him. Life can be so 
wonderful if it is lived in the right 
way — don’t try to ruin it by doing 
things in your own youth for which 
you will be sorry later. 

As a fitting close to this series, 
let us keep in mind the following 
excerpt from a book by Father Vin¬ 
cent P. McCorry, entitled “Those 
Terrible Teens” (New York: Declan 
X. McMullen, 1947). The book itself 
is one which every young Catholic 
boy and girl should read to get a 
more complete account of company 
keeping. 

“The kiss exists, now, for its own 


sake, without relating to meaning of 
any sort. It is sought, given and ex¬ 
changed not to express and glorify 
a gorgeous reality, but to yield a 
momentary thrill. The kiss used to 
rise up from the heart; now it is 
chained to the body. It used to in¬ 
carnate the high aspirations of two 
who loved; now it embodies the 
lowest desires of two who lust for 
one another. The kiss was once a 
poem and a song; now it is a kind 
of silent blasphemy. So ends the 
modern history of the sublime sign 
of love.” 

“Like every other portion of the 
noble human body, which the most 
high God, first lovingly formed out 
of the slime of the earth, the lips 
are a miracle and a meditation. The 
lips of the infant draw life from its 
mother’s breast. The lips help, 
throughout life, in the normal, neces¬ 
sary functions of eating and drink¬ 
ing The lips play their part in the 
wonder of speech and in the equal 
marvel of silence. The lips make a 
straight line of courage in adversity 
and softly part in the rare moments 
of surpassing joy, which this poor 
world affords. The lips whisper the 
act of contrition, and open to wel¬ 
come the white flake that is Christ 
Jesus. The lips will taste a last 
annointing with holy oil, and their 
last loving sign, please God!—will be 
pressed against the Crucifix in the 
very article of death. The lips will 
be gently closed by loving hands, 
and will open again one day to sing 
forever the rapturous praise and the 
triune God, Father, Son and Holy 
Spirit.” 

“It is these lips which sweetly 
yield to the beloved the lovely sign 
of love. Let them yield nothing 
else, ever.”

is one of the reasons why the Ukrai¬ 
nian nation today is not among the 
free countries of the world, but has 
to swelter under the dreadful yoke 
of communism. We just haven’t 
learned to present a united front; 
instead we are torn apart by petty 
strife and jealousy. We can talk 
about unity until we are blue in 
the face, but if we don’t follow up 
our words with actions we will not 
accomplish anything. We are the 
fourth largest ethnic group in Ca¬ 
nada and, as a result, should be 
making a much larger contribution 
to Canada’s material and cultural 
welfare than we are at present. Af¬ 
ter the war we were fortunate in 
having our ranks swelled by our 
own racial groups. However, a small 
but influential group of these new¬ 
comers has proved unwilling to adapt 
itself to our Canadian way of life 
and, as a result is further hampering 
any co-operation in all fields. Now, 
let’s look at some other ways in 
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which we work against each other. 

Take, for instance, the matter of 
newspapers. With such a large num¬ 
ber of Ukrainians in Canada, we 
should have a daily newspaper. In¬ 
stead we have several weeklies 
which are just getting by and are 
not large enough to attract any suf¬ 
ficient number of subscribers. Then, 
too, we have two wonderful Ukrai¬ 
nian Catholic Magazines in Canada, 
one published .in Toronto and one 
in Yorkton. If they received all the 
co-operation they should, they could 
compete against any English langu¬ 
age magazine on the market So far 
we don’t have any competitioif for 
the YOUTH, but we don’t have 
enough co-operation either and our 
subscription lists are only a fraction 
of what they could be. 

The same lack of help and co-ope¬ 
ration is also evident in the profes¬ 
sions and in business. How many 
of our people go to other doctors 
and dentists instead of to their own 
who are just as good and often bet¬ 
ter? Why is it that when a Ukrai¬ 
nian teacher comes to a school where 
there is a sizeable number of Ukrai¬ 
nian students, he is most often hin¬ 
dered by these same people and has 
more difficulty with them than with 
others. If our students are fortunate 
' enough to have teachers of their 
own nationality, why not work with 
them instead of taking the lead in 
being difficult and trying to give 
the teachers - hard time. 

In places where we have our 
National Halls, it very often happens 
that only a small portion Of our peo¬ 
ple take any interest in them. In¬ 
stead, a large number joins other 
organizations and even contributes 
to building a hall which will be in 
competition with their own. A

splendid example of co-operation, 
isn’t it? 

I could go on listing other exam¬ 
ples and, doubtless, you could too, 
but let that suffice. Let’s see how 
we ourselves are affected. Soon, we 
will be filling the ranks in our adult 
organizations and it will be up to 
us to bring about closer ties of co¬ 
operation. We can do this much 
better if we first clean house in our 
own ranks. A U.C.Y. local was not 
meant to be a tiny independent or¬ 
ganization whose members gather 
only to have a good time. It should 
not be as someone once said, “If the 
meeting isn’t short and if there’s no 
dancing after, I’m not coming”. 
Thank goodness all members aren’t 
like that. If they were we might 
as well forget about provincial and 
dominipn organizing. Socials are a 
very important part of U C.Y. acti¬ 
vities but, surely, they are not the 
only reason why we exist as an 
organization. We also have much 
higher ideals and aspirations than 
that. Our organization doesn’t exist 
merely to satisfy personal pleasures. 
It is also keenly interested in the 
Spiritual and Cultural aspects of our 
life. There are many of us in Cana¬ 
da and it’s about time we started 
thinking big and doing big things, 
instead of squabbling over trifles. 

The best way in which we can 
bring about closer co-operation in 
our own ranks is to start in our own 
communities. Encourage every Uk¬ 
rainian Catholic Youth to join the 
local and give your spiritual direc¬ 
tor every possible assistance. Then 
try to conduct your meetings in such 
a way that after every one is over 
you can say that you learned some¬ 
thing which will make you a better 
person for it. The social part will, 
of course, not be overlooked. Try 



to get together with other locals in 
nearby territories and learn from 
each other. 

The next important step is to elect 
a Diocesan executive which you 
know will work hard to justify the 
honor to which you have elevated 
them. The Diocesan Executive is 
very important as it is the core upon 
which a larger measure of success 
rests. It should be as the mother 
hen drawing its chicks to her and 
protecting them with her strength 
end courage. 

The Diocesan Executive should 
keep in close touch with its locals 
and every local should receive a 
visit from them at least once a year 
in order to get help and guidance. 
If any Diocesan executive does not 
keep in touch with its locals can you 
blame the locals for not contributing 
part of their fees to the mother or¬ 
ganization ? 

It is only when we have got this 
far that a Dominion Executive can 
do much good. It would be ideal 
if we could have a full-time organi¬ 
zer for the U.C.Y who would be an 
important member of the top execu¬ 
tive, but since this is not likely in 
the near future it is up to us to 
co-operate in every way possible. A 
Dominion U.C.Y. Executive can do 
very much to make our organization 
a powerful and effective one which 


will be - our spokesman whenever 
needed. In time it could also branch 
out in some charitable and social 
work. Many of our institutions such 
as orphanages and old-folks homes 
could always use some help. The 
U.C.Y. could do a terrific amount 
of work in the educational field by 
helping to have Ukrainian taught in 
Universities and High Schools. We 
could also sponsor scholarships to 
help worthy members to attain a 
better status in life. Actually the 
opportunities are limitless. 

It’s about time we became aware 
of our potentialities and showed 
what can be accomplished by true 
harmony and co-operation. When we 
select a new Dominion Executive 
this summer let us strive to elect 
the persons who we know will do 
the best job. 

The YOUTH is the official organ 
of the U C.Y. Yet, how often have 
you read any Diocesan or Dominion 
pronouncements within the past six 
months that this magazine has been 
appearing regularly? Let’s make ef¬ 
fective use of the facilities which 
are available. 

I’ve taken up too much space al¬ 
ready so I’d better quit. However, 
I would like to pursue the subject 
more thoroughly at a later date.
